India," an uprising by students last 
night, culminating iu ?.n assault on 
the. 
police in which half a hundred 


officers were injured, has aroused the 
greatest fear that the long dreaded 
Indian mutiny may be at hand. Today 
a strike of native cab drivers, which 
has already resulted in much violence 
has greatly added to the danger. Fur- 
ther rioting is anticipated and many 
English and othw foreign residents 
of the city are preparing to flee to 
ships in the harbor for protection. 


Whenever a nonunion cab driver 


is found an attack on his vehicle re- 
results. 
The police are almost pow- 


erless to prevent such violence. Once

Englishman, riding 


in a cab, was stoned and severely in- 
jured. The speakers at last night's 
meeting urged self rule

UNITED STATES AT PEACE 


With Evi-ry Nation, 
But No "Peace 


With lii-sult" Policy Would be 


Tolerable. 


Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 4.—President 


Roosevelt and delegations to the deep 
waterways convention accompanying, 
arrived at Memphis early this after- 
noon. Boundless enthusiasm prevails. 
Thousands of visitors throng the 
streets. The president will make the 
final speech of his trip here. 


On the run down the Mississippi the

Xew Madrid is. a 


place of history and not the least 
interesting feature of its history is 
found in the associating with it the 
name of Nicholas Roosevelt, a great 
uncle of the president who stopped 
here in 1S11, when he brought down 
the first steamboat that ever ran on 
the waters of either the Mississippi or 
Ohio rivers. It was here that Nicholas 
Roosevelt turned up the Mississippi 
instead of down. It is related that 
this change was influenced by the 
great Xew Madrid earthquake, whicfe 
occurred at that time. 


At Cairo the president outlined Ms 


position on the waterway project. "I 
have," he said, "long felt that the na- 
tion must undertake the improvement 
of the great highway of the Missis- 
sippi, but my observations on this 
trip have had the effect of making; 
me much more ardent than I was." 
He reiterated his conviction that there 
should be "a loop of the seacoast from 
the gulf to the Great Lakes," and he 
added the conviction that "there must 
be an inlet from Cairo to Pittsburg." 
He said hat he found no difficulty in 
indorsing the plan of giving national 
aid to this work, because of its inter- 
state character. He considered the, 
canalization of the Mississippi and'its 
affluents of importance to every sec- 
tion. 
. 


In speaking of the policy of thia 


country toward other nations he said: 
"The policy of 'peace with insult' is 
the very worst policy upon which it is 
possible to embark, whether for a na- 
tion or an individual. To be rich, un- 
armed, and yet insolent and aggres- 
sive, is to court well nigh certain dis- 
aster. 
The only safe and honorable 


rule of foreign policy for the United. 
States is to show itself courteous to- 
ward other nations, scrupulous not to 
infringe upon their rights, and yet able 
and ready to defend its own. This na- 
tion is now on terms of the most cor- 
dial good will with all other nations." 


Referring to economic conditions. 


the president said: "In industry there 
has not assyet been the governmental 
growth necessary in order to meet the 
tremendous changes brought about in 
industrial conditions by steam and 
electricity. It is to the interest of. 
all of. us that the man of exceptional 
business capacity should be amply re- 
warded; and there is nothing incon- 
sistent with this in our insistence that 
he shall not be guilty of bribery or 
extortion, and that the rights of the 
wageworker and of the man of smalJ 
means, who are themselves honest and 
hard working, shall be scrupulously 
safeguarded. 
The national govern- 


ment alone has sufficiently extensive 
power and jurisdiction to exercise ad- 
equate control over the great inter- 
state corporations." 


The fact that there have been sev- 


eral efforts by congressmen, governors 
and others to discuss the third term 
nuc-.stion with the president since the 
beginning of the tour became knovrn. 
but the president has discouraged all 
siK.-h attempts. He was told of at least 
two delegations that would be in- 
structed for him regardless of his at- 
titude.

Strange Omissions In the Chicago 


Lighting Plant Report 


Ik Places the Annual Total Cost Per 


Lamp at $52.33—No Account Taken, 
However, of Lost Taxes, Water, De- 
preciation, Rent or of Half a Dozen 
Other Important Elements of Ex- 
pense—Biggest M. O. Plant In the 
Country—Its Service as Poor as Its 
Report Is Misleading. 
The largest municipal electric light 


plant in the United States is that op-

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rally students of municipal ownership 
turn to its reports as one of the prin- 
cipal sources of information on the 
subject Unfortunately, however, these 
reports have been so worded as to 
give the false impression that the 
municipal lights cost the city much less 
than if they were supplied by contract 
with a private company. 


Newspapers all over the country have 


announced that Chicago's street lights 
during 1906 cost only $52.39 per lamp, 
and they are not to be blamed for mak- 
ing this assertion, for twice on page 
12 of the report for that year $52.39 
is given as the "total cost per lamp." 
It is true that elsewhere in the report 
this statement is modified by the ad- 
mission that this "cost" doesn't in- 
clude interest, lost taxes, water, de- 
preciation, rent of offices and poles, 
judgments against the city on account 
of accidents, a proportion of the cost 
of the offices of the comptroller, audi- 
tor, business agent and other branches 
of the city government, etc., but the 
edge is taken off this admission by 
the further statement that "the cost of 
$52.39 includes all expenses actually 
borne by the city," a statement, by 
the way, which is not even technically 
true. 


The report admits that "there is some 


justice in the contention" that these 
items should be charged against the 
lighting cost, but it makes this admis- 
sion only after years of refusal to do 
so, and does so now because of an in- 
vestigation into the workings of the 
plant that has recently been made, and 
the findings of which will soon be pub- 
ished. 
Six years ago the Reform club of 


\ew York employed a well known, 
firm of accountants to find out what 


ihicago's lights were really costing. At 


that time the city claimed a cost of 
£02.09, but the accountants reported 
:he real cost as $99.88 and made no 
illowance for damages, street repairs, 
•ent of offices and poles or the lighting 
department's share of the expense for 
auditing, purchasing and legal ex- 
penses and a very low allowance for 
depreciation. But the city authorities 
totally ignored the findings of this dis- 
nterested and expert investigation. 
The unfairness of the report is fur- 


ther shown by its comparison of the 
per capita cost of lighting Chicago and 
live other cities that do not operate 
municipal lighting plants. In the first 
place, the street lighting of Chicago is 
notoriously inadequate, and in the sec- 
ond place, while the rates in the other 
cities cover the entire cost of lighting, 
in Chicago they include only a fraction 
of the cost 


Perhaps the most misleading feature 


of the report is its comparison of the 
alleged "cost" of the municipal lights 
with the rates charged by the private 
company with which the city contracts 
for 740 of its lamps. These are in the 
outskirts of the city, where the cost of 
maintaining them is very high on ac- 
count of their long distance from the 
generating station and their remote- 
ness from each other. That is why the 
city contracts for them. Yet the report 
assumes that the company would 
charge just as high a rate if it had the 
contract for all the lights. This as- 
sumption is not only manifestly absurd, 
but is directly contrary to the facts, as 
one of the companies offered a reduc- 
tion of more than one-quarter of its 
contract price if it were given the en- 
tire lighting contract. 


In making comparisons the quality 


of the service is an important consid- 
eration, and the service of the Chicago 
city plant is bad. It cheats the public 
both by the frequency of outages 
Gamps going out and staying out the 
rest of the night) and by stealing its 
own current—i. e., reducing the amper- 
age below the point at which the cur- 
rent keeps the lamps up to their rated 
candlepower. In many cases observers 
have noted that, especially after mid- 
night, the lamps give only a dull glow 
at the carbon points and are of practi- 
cally no value as lights. This is done 
to reduce coal consumption and of 
course makes a great difference In the 
cost of operation. It would not be tol- 
erated from a private company, which 
would also be penalized for outages. 
These things are quite naturally not 
mentioned in the report. 


To sum up. the report gives the im- 


pression to the casual reader that the 
municipal plant is giving good service 
at a low cost, while the facts are that 
its service is poor nnd that the cost is 
much higher than if the lights were 
supplied by a company.

Syracuse Lighting Commission 


Advises Against City 


Light Plant. 


Detailed Reports From Other Cities 


Show No Saving Over Private Opera- 
tion—Reports of Success Regarded as 
Misleading—Important Items of Cost 
Omitted From Reports. 


Syracuse hns set an example of civic 


caution in dealing with municipal own- 
ership which other cities would do 
well to emulate. Instead of leaving the 
question of cstu!;!;s!:ir.-: .- ^;iy ;_£_,t;u, 
plant to be settled by public clamor 
the council authorized the mayor to 
appoint a commission of representative 
citizens to investigate the subject. 


This commission has just made a 


unanimous report which covers eight 
months' study of the case. During this 
period experts were examined, and an 
investigation was made of the results 
of municipal ownership iu twenty-two 
cities, the members of the commission 
personally visiting those cities which 
claimed the best results—viz, Detroit, 
Columbus, Allegheny, Holyoke, Taun- 
ton and South Norwalk. The report 
considers the establishment of a plant 
for both public and commercial light- 
ing and for public lighting only. It 
has not yet been printed in full, but 
the following extracts are taken from 
the Syracuse Herald: 


"The investment of taxpayers' mon- 


ey sufficient for such an undertaking 
would be justified only after we are 
satisfied that the laws designed for 
our protection are inadequate or In- 
effectual or that the public service 
commissioners are not to be relied 
upon to do their duty. 


"We find that the borrowing capacity 


of the city will not at this time permit 
the construction of an electric light 
plant of sufficient capacity to furnish 
light, heat and power for both public 
and private use. 


"We advise against the municipal 


ownership of such plant at this time, 
even though the bonding capacity of 
the city were sufficient for that pur- 
pose. 


"We advise against the municipal 


ownership at this time of a plant for 
the manufacture and distribution of 
gas for light, heat and power for both 
public and private use. 


"It is the belief of your commission 


as the result of its study of municipal 
plants which light the streets, parks 
and public buildings only that the city 
of Syracuse cannot hope at the present 
time to secure such service through a 
municipal plant at a. true gross cost 
lower than the current contract rate, 
making proper allowance for all ele- 
ments of this cost on a rational busi- 
ness basis. 


"This would appear to be a peculiar- 


ly inopportune time to Inaugurate a 
municipal lighting project owing to the 
very high rates of wages and prices of 
materials now prevailing and to the 
agencies which have reduced and tend 
to further reduce contract rates for 
lighting service. 


'Those cities which established mu- 


nicipal lighting systems ten to fifteen 
years ago entered the field when plants 
could be constructed for very much 
less than similar equipment would now 
cost and when the rates maintained by 
private corporations for arc lighting 
were 50 per cent to 100 per cent hlgh- 
r than those existing in Syracuse to- 
day. When those cities began to sup- 
ply themselves with light a large sav- 
ing over contract rates was easily ef- , 
fected. 
Today they are not securing 


:he service much if any cheaper than 
we are in Syracuse under our contract, 
and it Is a grave question whether 
ihese municipal plants can even equal 
contract rates of the near future. 


"Is it not, then, the part of wisdom 


;o await developments, meantime en- 
ioying the reasonable rates for street 
ighting now in force, and if it be- 
comes advisable and desirable to build 
a municipal plant at some future time 
to reap the benefit of improvements 
yet to be introduced and probably of 
ower cost of construction? 
"Believing this to be the case, your 


commission unanimously recommends 
that the city of Syracuse do not at the 
)rescut time construct a municipal 
)lant for lighting its streets, parks and 
public buildings." 


In appendices to the report the com- 


mission deals with the balance sheets 
of the cities having municipal plants. 
The scrutiny has not encouraged the 
commission to believe that municipal 
ownership has been the success that 
ts advocates have claimed. Joseph 
Jondy's figures are given in many 
cases and the figuies of the report to 
show that the Syracusan, like many 
other municipal ownership advocates, 
las been misled by surprising book- 
keeping.
